Antomobile Line Will Meet Electric
Company's Rate.

Manager Willlams of the Interstate Trans-
It Company, which operates a line of auto-
moblles on the Eads Bridge between St
Louls and East 8t. Louls, announces t(hat
it will meet the recent move of the East St
Louls Electric Rallroad Company In ite pro-
pusal 1o reduce the fare across the briige
und (v provide through cars belween the

citien,

The electric lines of the East Side have
an ordinance before the East 81 Louls City
Council 1o allow them to gperate thruugh
cars gver the bridge and to permit the sale
of l-cemt coupon tickets, which will entitle
the holder to ttansportation from St Louls
to any part of East SL Louls or vice verra.
The fare at present Is 10 cents for a single

ride over the bridge, or 7i3 cents when four’

tickets mre purchased.

The fare the same on the automobile
line, which rens to Broadway and Wash-
ington avenue in St Louls, The autcmo-
biles of the Intersitate Transit Company
have their East Bide terminus at present
at the lilinols approach of the Eads bridge,
but In the event that the City Councll
passes the ordinance to permit the electric
iines to operate through cars at the one-
fare rate, they wiil be run to a point in the
heart of the clty for a fare of Tl centa. The
